CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


In the senate, on the 3d, Mr. Kyle, of South 
Dakota, made a free-coinage silver speech. 
The amended Chinese exclusion bill was passed, 
by a vote of 20 to 15, notwithstanding the new 
section involving a violation of treaty obliga- 
tions with China....In the house the diplomatic 
and consular appropriation bill was passed, af- 
ter a debate occupying almost the entire day. 
The appropriation of $65,000 for the interconti- 
nental railway survey was omitted from the bill 
as passed. 

In the senate, on the 4th, the entire day was 
occupied in passing routine bills from the cal- 
endar. most of them of a local character 

. ..In the house the conference report on the 
Chinese exclusion bill was agreed to—185 to 28. 
After discussion as to the precedence of the ap- 
propriation bills,the house took up.the river and 
harbor bill, and Mr. Blanchard, chairman of the 
committee, occupied over one hour in explain- 
ing its provisions, and pending its discussion 
the house adjourned. 

In the senate, on the 5th, Mr. Platt spoke for 
three hours in opposition to the pending Choc- 
taw and Chickasaw $3,000,000 resolution, but 
frankly expressed his opinion that he was ad- 
dressing an inattentive senate to little purpose. 
No other public business of interest was done. 
nce In the honse ths river and harbor appro- 


priation bill was further discussed, the debate hy 


being entirely without incident. The only 
points where appropriations were increased 
were at Manitowcc, Wis. ($28,000), and for Hav- 
ersackett river, Me., which was increased from 
$10,000 to $16,000. 


In the senate, on the 6th, the removal of the 
powder-storagea boats from New York harbor 
and the Choctaw Indian appropriation were the 
only subjects discuased, the balance of the ses- 
sion being devoted to memorial eulogies over 
the late Fenator Wilson, of Maryland...... In 
the house the usual order for considering pri- 
vate bills on Friday was set aside, and the dis- 
cussion of the river and harbor bill was con- 
tinued. Pending action on the bill the house 
took a recess until 8 o‘clock p. m., the night 
session to be devoted to private pension bills. 

Tue sevate was not in session on the 7th .... 
In the house consideration of the river and har- 
bor bill was completed, but a vote was not ar- 
rived at. The only amendments of importance 
were an increase from $7,000 to $100,000 for im- 
proving the Missouri river at Great Falls, in 
Moatana, and Sioux City. Ia.; $10.00 for dam- 
ming the Gila river near Yuma, Ariz., and pro- 
viding that in cases where the secretary of war 
was not satisfled with tho bids, or where con- 
tractors failed to finish their work in the 
specified time, he could complete it otherwise 
than by contract.

IlousE committee on post cffices and 
post roads has authorized Chairman 
Henderson to report the postal frac 
tional note bill, which authorizes the 
postmaster-general to issue fractional 
notes in thesum of onedollar and frac- 
tions thereof, to be furnished to post- 
masters and sold at face value. 

Tur medical board appointed in the 
case of Mrs. Montagu, undergoing a 
sentence of one vear at hard labor for 
the manslanghter of her 3-year-old 
child, has reported that 1t is not neces- 
sary for the health of Mrs. Montagu to 
release her from prison. It is now cer- 
tain that she will serve her full term in 
the Derry (Ireland) jail. 

Baron FAvA, Italian minister, sailed 
from Havre for New York on the 6th, 
en route for Washington.

TRADE AND FINANCE. 

The Condition of Business in the United 
States as Reflected Through R. G. Dun 
& Co's. Weekly Review—Business Re- 
tarded by Continued and Heavy Rains 
and Seeding Interrupted—Money Gen- 
erally Abundant with Restricted De. 
mand—Business Failures, Ete. 

New York, May 6.—R. G. Dun & 

Co.’s weekly review of trade says: 
Business has been much retarded throughout 

most of the western states by unusual and con- 

tinued rains. Seeding in many quarters is in- 
terrupted, and distribution of goods is checked. 

A somewhat better tone appears at the south 

and business at the east is fairly active for the 

season. Money is everywhere abundant, in 
part because the demand 1s smaller than usual. 

Shipments of boots and shoes from the east are 

now but 1 per cent. less than last year to date. 

Stocks of woolens throughout the country are 

believed to be unusually light, and a great 

business is expected. Flannels are improving, 
and the unprecedented distribution of dress 
goods helps the manufacture. Inquiry for cot- 
tons is Jarge and improving, western stocks be- 
ing small, and trade in prints fair for the 
season. Theiron trade shows larger transac- 
tions, but no better prices. The demazid for 
structural iron does not increase ag 


expected, but there is a larger busi- 
nes3 in plates, though at demoralized 
prices. A thousand coke ovens have 


stopped at Connellsville because the manufac- 
ture is slackening, but more inquiry is seen for 
rails. Boston notes unssasonable weather and 
yet a fair trade. Cotton mills are so well sold 
out that there is some difficulty in filling orders. 
Woolen milis report more demand and the 
shoe trade finds better prospects at ths south 
Rubber works are fairly active and the furniture 
trade is satisfactory. At Philadelphia the gro- 
cery trade is larger than a year ago and the 
paint and glass business fair, while building 
operations exceed last year’s by 14 per cent. At 
Baltimore trade is decidedly satisfactory, south- 
ern trade being fairly maintained, and exports 
exceed those of the previous month. Iron is 
slightly weaker at Pittsburgh and the glass 
trade not pushing, but the hardware trade is 
exceptionally good. The demand for coke is 
shrinking and prices are cut. Tradoindry goods 
and hardware at Cleveland is good, and fair in 
boots and shoes and groceries with in- 


creased demand for money. At Cincin- 
nati the shoe business exceeds last 
year’s, but building and the harness 


trade are unsettled by labor difficulties. At 
Chicago receipts of products have been gener- 
ally diminished by bad weather, and dry good3 
sales are smaller, but in other lines sales are 
better than a year ago. At Milwaukee money 
is in active demand, though rain checks ship- 
ments and seeding. At St. Paul the backward 
season makes jobbing dull and collections poor, 
but at Minneapolis the lumber trade is good 
and the flour ontput large. Rainsretard trade 
at Omaha, but live stock receipts are almost the 
heaviest ever known, and grain receipts in ten 
Gays greater than in thirty days preceding. 
Business at Kansas City is fair in spite of bad 
weather making receipts light. At St. Louis 
trade is strong and improving. At Little Rock 
business is fair; at Louisville improving, with 
tobacco still active; at New Orleans somewhat 
improved, with cotton more active, and at Sa- 


ee vannah somewhat decreased, drouth having af- 


fected crups. Wheat met the expected reac- 
tion, selling off 4% and recovering 2 cents. 
Receipts and exports are both larger, but 
stocks in the country far exceed any probable 
demand. Corn has risen 2% cents, with but 
small sales, and oats one-half cent. Cotton 
is a sixteenth higher, though receipts 
and exports exceed last year's, because of 
sensational accounts of decrease in acreage. 
Pork products are a shade lower, and coffze 
weak at three-eighths decline. There has been 
large speculation in tin, but copper seems 
scarce for immediate delivery, and lead is 
strong. Coal is dull though firm, but pur- 
chases of coal properties by the Pennsylvania 
enlarge the probable competition. The money 
market is not disturbed. The stock market 
has been disturbed by a sharp decline in sugar 
stock, owing to reports of legal action against 
the trust, and by difficulties in the Richmond 
terminal reorganization. But there has been 
lesa "Segoe of foreign selling within the past 
week. 

The business failures occurring throughout 
the country during the last seven days, number, 
for the United States, 186, and for Canada 23, or 
a total of 200; as compared with 211 last 
week and 201 the week previous to the last, 
and 242 for the corresponding week of last year. 


IT WORRIES JOHN BULL. 


The Granting of American Registry to 
Ocean Liners Heretofore Carrying the 
British Flag Causes Worry and Dismay 
in Great Britain—What was at First 
Looked Upon as a Harmless Piece of 
Presumption Now Viewed as Another 
Blow at British Ocean Supremacy. 
LONDON, May 7.—The granting of 

American registry to the steamships 

City of New York and City of Paris has 

roused an unexpected storm of opposi- 

tion here which increases with the ar- 
rival of reports from the United States 
that the Inman line will avail itself of 
the new right. At first the action of 
congress was regarded as voluntary, 





and was discussed as a _ harm- 
less piece of presumption on 
the part of the United States. 


The explanation of the significance of 
the bill by Mr. Ismay of the White Star 
line to Sir Michael Hicks-Beach opened 
British eyes to the situation. Yester- 
day the announcement by cable that 
the Inman people had requested con- 
gress to grant the right in question and 
expected to officer and man the two 
ships with Americans, elicited strong 
protests from the afternoon dailies. 

Mr. Ismay, cf the White Star line, ap- 
parently has moderated his opinions 
since his conference with Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach and Lord Derby. He 
spoke yesterday as if the condition as 
to building of ships in American yards 
would render the bill practically in- 
operative. "He doubts that it will be 
possible to build ocean steamships of 
the required tonnage in any United 


States ship yard. If it should be found 
possible, he says, the greater ex- 
pense for materials and _ labor 


would be likely to deter companies 
from making the venture. The wages 
of American seamen, moreover, were 
higher than the wages of British sea- 
men, and so it would cost more to run 
the ships under the provision of the 
bill, as well as to build them. 

In the general discussion of the 
whole affair here it seems to be gener- 
ally assumed that the United States 
naval department is ready to outbid 
the British admiralty in cruiser sub- 
sidies when the time for action shall 
come. 

The first effect of the passage of the 
Fithian bill, according to English 
opinion, will be to advance the value of 





the English tramp screw steamers. 





AN IMPORTANT RESULT. 


State Elections Show the Drift of Popular 
: Sentiment. 

While an election is stil] pending, 
candidates and chairmen of party com- 
mittees and party journals all agree 
that everything points conclusively to 
the success of their side. Brag is a 
good dog, and he never barks and bays 
and dances so joyfully as before elec- 
tion. The grounds of this party confi- 
dence are generally speculations and 
hopes. Buta state election before the 
national election, as a few years ago in 
Pennsylvania and Indiana, and as now 
in Rhode Island, is not a speculation, 
bat an indication of substantial impor- 
tauee. In 1856 the republican enthu- 
siasm and confidence, which had spread 
like a prairie fire during the extraordi- 
nary Fremont campaign, were sudden- 
ly and fatally checked by the October 
election in Pennsylvania. Desperate 
efforts were made to find consolation in 
the prospective “Quaker vote.” which 
“never comes out in a state eléction,” 
but was certain to sweep everthing be- 
fore it in November. But November 
came, and the Quaker vote proved to be 
a Quaker gun. The election in Rhode 
Island is the first rea] indication of the 
actual political situation as the time 
for the nominations approaches. What 
it shows is the exceeding uncertainty 
of the result in November. The vote 
in Rhode Island was larger than ever 
before, and it was cast upon a simple 
and sharply defined issue, and under the 
most favorable conditions for the demo- 
crats, The question was made national 
by common consent. The democratic 
platform was excellent, and a great ar- 
ray of democratic speakers, including 
Mr. Cleveland, avoiding the silver issue, 
confined themselves to the question of 
tariff reform. The republicans met 
them upon that question, and Gov. Me- 
Kinley and ex-Speaker Reed, with 
other able speakers, including Secre- 
tary Tracy, maintained the republican 
view, and the republican view was ap- 
proved at the polls. 

This result seems to show plainly 
that the democrats can fairly expect in 
November the vote of no New England 
state, except, possibly, but doubtfully, 
Connecticut; and there is one fact in 
the survey which deserves attention. 
The Providence Journal, a tariff-reform 
and independent newspaper, the chief 
paper in the state, and one of the fore- 
most papers in New England, notwith- 
standing the fact that the canvass 
turned on the question of tariff reform, 
and involved the election of a high- 
protection senator, virtually supported 
his election, and it is alleged and be- 
lieved that the independent vote was 
very largely cast against the democrats. 
The reason of this course was clearly 
stated in a remark of the Journal when 
Mr. Cleveland went to speak in Provi- 
dence. It was tothe effect that it was 
yet to be proved that Mr. Cleveland 
was authorized to speak for his party. 
The remark was just. The democratic 
party, by its chosen representatives, 
but only with the aid of republicans, 
had just evaded an expression of its 
views upon the question of silver coin- 
age by postponing its consideration. In 
New York the party, by its regular 
action, had rejected Mr. Cleveland as 
its representative. Undoubtedly in 
New York and elsewhere a great many 
democrats were in sympathy with him. 
But this sympathy has not availed to 
control the action of the party, and the 
assertion in newspapers that the people 
demanded his nomination, and that he 
was really the representative of the 
party, was incompatible with the facts, 
and with the conduct of the party ma- 
jority in congress and in the New York 
legislature. The Journal, therefore, as 
an independent paper, could well say 
that before advising its readers to sup- 
port the democratic ticket it must know 
what democratic success really meant. 

Democratic success in Rhode Island 
this spring would have given an im- 
mense impulse toward similar success 
in November. But democratic success 
in 1890 proved to mean not tariff reform 
and the certain nomination of Mr. Cleve- 
land in 1892, but the gravest peril to the 
currency, the theft of one branch of 
the legislature in New York, the ap- 
parent rejection of Mr. Cleveland, and 
a return of the old distrust of the party. 
Under these circumstances the Journal 
and the independent voters naturally 
paused for further information. The 
election of a protection senator was 
disagreeable. Butthat was a horn of 
the dilemma which could be measured. 
The other horn could not be meas- 
ured. It might be tariff reform, and 
also derangement of the currency, and 
a great many other things besides. 
Yet had Mr. Cleveland gone to Rhode 
Island as the undoubted and accepted 
representative of his party, had it been 
known that democratic success in the 
state heralded his nomination as presi- 
dent, with his views upon the silver 
question and the tariff and adminis- 
trative reform as the platform of his 
party, the result would have been dif- 
ferent. Ever since the opening of con- 
gress enabled the country to see what 
democratic success in 1890 and demo- 
cratic victory in New York in 1891 
really meant, there has been a great 
change of feeling among independent 
voters, and the democratic party has 
been upon trial. That situation will 
continue until the action of its national 
convention. The doubt of the Provi- 
dence Journal will then be solved, and 
it will be known not whether-there are 
many democrats who agree with Mr. 
Cleveland, but whether Mr. Cleve- 
land is authorized to speak for the dem- 
ocratic party. The gction in Mary- 
land, which is cited as very aiggificant, 
means only that now fle signs are fay-

orable to him. The Maryiand vote 1 
the convention will be Mr. Gorman's 
view at that time. Presidents are not 
nominated by the people but by bosses, 
and their action depends upon their esti- 
mate of the drift of popular feeling at 
the time.—Harper’s Weekly. 





A DEMOCRATIC TRICK. 


A Characteristic Plan to Secure the Presi- 
dency. 








The democra agers are des- 
perate over the ion of the revival 
of republican fe g indexed by tho 
local elections in many of the northern 
states this month. They are beginning 
to despair of being able to succeed in 
the presidential contest next November 
by fair means and are basivg their 
hopes on fraud. A Washington dis 
patch declares that the leading New 
ocrats in congress have in 
ion a plan. which, if put in 
l make it unnecessary for 
that state to vote next 
» nt. 

The scheme is nothing more nor less 
than to have the presidential electors 
chosen by the legislature, The constitu- 
tion of the United States provides that 
the presidential electors shall be thosen 
after the manner prescribed by the state 
legislature. The almost universal man- 
ner at present is to choose electors by a 
vote of the entire state. Michigan dem- 
ocrats attempt to do their’share of un- 
fair work by providing for their election 
by congressional districts. The New 
York democrats propose to go them one 
better and have the present Jegislature 
choose them. 

Such a plan would insure the election 
of democratic electors, and if other 

tates followed suit the democrats of 
the country would win to a dead mora! 
certainty, so the New Yorkers argue. 
They have consulted high legal authori- 
ties, all of whom have assured them that, 
though their plan is calculated to startle 
the public, it is undoubtedly constitu- 
tional. Moreover, it is not without 
precedent, as South Carolina before the 
war chose its electors in that way and 
the plan was not questioned. The plot- 
ters have made unusual efforts to keep 
their plan a secret. But it was too big 
for one of them to hold. He had to leak 
or burst; so, like a man who loves life, 
he leaked. 

The plan is constitutional; but that 
by no means proves it to be just. On 
the contrary, the Michigan plan, and 
the discussion of this New York idea of 
having presidential electors chosen by 
the legislature. sharply call public at- 
tention to a defect in the nation’s or- 
ganic law. This defect is in not pre- 
scribing one method of choosing presi- 
dential electors. Weshould not object 
tothe plan of choosing them by dis- 
tricts, if all the states followed that 
method; nor would there be any in- 
justice in having the state legislatures 
choose them, if all were thus chosen. 
The injustice and unfairness is in 
changing to one or the other of these 
methods as a mere partisan trick, to 
obtain electoral votes which could not 
be depended upon without it. 

President Harrison, it will be remem- 
bered, called attention strongly to this 
injustice in his last annual message. It 
is not too much to say that the greatest 
peril that can come to our form of free 
government is that to which it is ex- 
posed through a disputed presidential 
election. We were on the brink of a 
civil war in the spring of 1877 from this 
cause, and an election carried by trick 
this year would put the nation again in 
peril. There should go up a protest 
from all patriotic citizens against the 
adoption of any scheme, whether al- 
lowed by the constitution or not, which 
is unfair to either party; and the defect 
in the federal constitution should be 
remedied as promptly as it can be done. 
—Toledo Blade.

WORKS SPLENDIDLY. 


The New Pump atthe Spring Cives 
a Strong Pressure. 


A Test Made Yesterday and as a Re- 
sult the Water Couldn’t Be 
Handled. 


Last Friday at 2 o’clock the hose in 
charge of the fire department were at- 
tached to three of the water plugs on 
corners of the Square and the new pump 
which has just been put in at the spring 
for Huntsville’s water works, was set to 
work first at 22 strokes per minute and 
from that number gradually up to 33. 
The fire engine was also brought out 
and from the plug at the southwest cor- 
ner of the Square water was thrown toa 
great height. 

The hose attachments at the other 
plugs threw water to a height of 50 
or 60 feet, and if the engine had not been 
at work the water would have been 
thrown higber as an increase pressure 
would have been had. 

The test proved satisfactory to all, 
in fact if the pump had been put to its 
capacity we might have bursted mains 
and more water than we cared for. 

The new pumping machinery at the 
city water works was built by the Deane 
Seam Pump Co., of Holyoke, Mass , 
and was put up by Mr. Ezra E. Clark, 
a skilled machinist and an affable gentle - 
man, who is a representative of that 
firm. It isof the type known as Duplex, 
Com pound-Condensing. 

The steam is first used in the high pres- 
sure cylinders, (which are 14 inches in 
diameter) and from thence to the low 
pressure cylinders, 26 inches in diameter. 
‘rom these 26 inch cylinders it is ex- 
hausted—not to the atmosphere—but toa 
condenser of the Deave construction, 
where it is condensed and the vacuum 
thus formed adds to the economy of the 
engine some 25 per cent. 

One of Deane’s independent air pumps 
is connected to this condenser, which 
keeps it clear of water of condensation. 

The water plunges are 16} inches in 
diameter and of 18 inch stroke. 

The pump will dejiver 3,000,000 gal- 
lons of water against 90 pounds of water 
pressure. 

A boiler 72 inches in diameter and 16 
feet long supplies steam to drive the ¢n- 
tire machinery. 

O.e of Deane’s duplex boiler feed pumps 
supplies the boilers with water—and 
does its work easily and noiselessly. 

The steam cylinders are covered with 
asbestors cement to prevent radiation 
of heat, and the entire steam end is en- 
closed in a black walnut lagging of the 
patent Deane removable design—which 
serves as an additional protection—and 
gives the machine a handsome finish. 

The new pump has three times the ca- 
pacity of the old one, and for ease and 
smoothness of action, isin marked con- 
trast with it. 

The latest improved devices have been 
provided for oiling the different parts of 
the engine. The whole is of the Deane 
Company’s latest design, and of modern 
construction, and has been placed in p9- 
sition and wcrking order in a thorough 


workmanlike manner. 

Messrs. Rennie and Pollard were at 
the water works all day yesterday and 
gave a thorough test of the machin- 
ery’s workings for ten hours. They say 
the requirements which the contract 
calls for have been fulfilled or come up 
to in every particular. 

The new pump can fill our present res- 
ervoir which holds 176,000 gallons of 
water in a little over two hours.

FATAL, SHOOTING. 


ble Shooting Affray. 





John Goodwin Instantly Killed by 
Themas Steele. 





A Double Barre! Shot Gun Does the 
Deadly Work--Followed by 
Two Pistol Wounds. 





From Daily Mereury. 

Tusoumpra, May 13.—Again Tuscum- 
bia has another horrib'e shooting affrar, 
which took place at 11:05 o’clock this 
morning in front of the Parshall House. 

This deeply regretted affair was the 
shooting of John Goodwin by Thomas 
Steele with a double barrel shot gun 
loaded with buck shot, and after Good- 
win fell he was shot twice with a revolver 
in the hands of the same party. 

The cause of the fatal difficulty is sup- 
posed to be the effect of the shooting af- 
fray that startled this community about 
two years ago; when John Steele, Jr., 
lost his life, Thomas Steele was badly 
wounded and John Goodwin received a 
load of buck shot in his shoulder; this, 
the first affray, occurred in Abernathy & 
Curry’s drug store and during the melee 
Mr. Tracey Abernathy, one of the pro- 
prietors of the store, was shot in the left 
arm while acting solely as peacc maker: 
Le will carry the mark to his grave. 

The reports of to-day’s tragedy are 
conflicting, as to the direct cause of the 
renewal of the bloody affair. 

Some saying, Goodwin had made 
threats against the Steele family, while 
others claim differently. 

From the most reliable source the facts 
are about as follows: 

Goodwin came walking down the 
street in front of the Parshali Llouse, 
passing Tom Steele who was sitting on 
an empty beer keg in front of Joe 
Sowell’s saloon. After Goodwin had 
passed without saying a word to Steele, 
the latter stepped into Sowell’s place of 
business and got a shot gun, walking out 
emptied both burrels into Goodwin’s 
back. Goodwin wheeled and attempted 
to pull and fire his revolver, but the 
weapon fell from his hand just as the 
mortally wounded man hit the ground. 

Steele then ran up to Goodwin and shot 
him twice from a revolver. About this 
time three other of the Steele boys ap 
peared on the scene with drawn revolvers 
and held the crowd back while Tom, the 
principal, escaped. 

The community is very much wrought 
up over the affair and no doubt will de- 
Mand a thorough investigation, as our 
town now has several of these dark 
stains on her fair name that should be 
cleared away. 

The parties are all highly connected. 
joth Goodwin and Steele are single. 

Coroner Looney, of Sheffield, will hold 
an inquest Over tue remains of Goodwin 
this afternoon when it is expected other 
facts will be broug't to light. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

TuscumBia, May 13 —John Guodwin, a 
young man wel knowa and highly con- 
nected in Tuscumbia, was shot and killed 
in front of the Parshall House, here this 
morning. He had just started across 
from Guerin & Wilson’s saloon to the 
freight office, where his brother clerks, 
when Tom Steele fired at him from Sow- 
ell’s saloon, but missed his aim. GQ )od- 
win tried to turn and face his ants gonist 
but received the second shot in bis side, 
which killed him almost instantly. 
Steele then ran up and fired two shots in- 
to his victim’s head with a pistol. 

The affair grew out of an old trouble 
in which Goodwin killed John Steele two 
years ago in Abernathy & Curry’s drug 
store, when he received a load of buck- 
shot in his shoulder and Tom Steele was 
shot in the leg. 


Both men are middle aged and are con. 
sidered brave anc courageous at all 
times. 

It is difficult to say what provoked ac. 
tion just at this time, but there is a man 
here who is said to know details that will 
throw ghastly light on the affair.

IN WOMAN'S BEHALF. 


A UNIQUE WOMAN'S CLUB. 


fhe Clever Way in Which They Become 
Posted on Leading Questions. 

Less than a thousand miles from New 
York is a woman’s club that is unique 
in its methods as wellas its aims. The 
object of its members is to educate 
themselves in what is going on in the 
world, that they may be able to take 
an intelligent interest in the vexed 
questions of the day. 

This is the declaration of their raison 
detre: “We want to know. We want 
to hear both sides of every question, 
and to decide between them for our- 
selves, from the woman’s point of view. 
There is at present no source of honest 
information open to us; we can not de- 
pend on the newspapers, for they are 
hopelessly one-sided; our husbands and 
brothers are likewise strongly partisan; 
books are too technical, and do not bear 
directly enough upon the issues of the 
day to iustruct us.” 

In this dilemma they have evolved an 
admiral way to inform themselves. In 
addition to the usual woman's club 
routine of papers and discussion by the 
members, they have instituted what 
they call ‘‘open days,” when members 
may invite as many guests as they 
like, men as well as women. On these 
occasions, which attract large audi- 
ences of the citizens,the club is address- 
ed by a man—the best-informed on his 
subject, and the best known as an advo- 
cate of it. He is brought from@New 
York or Boston, or wherever he may be, 
and asked to explain his views as fully 
and broadly as he can, and—here ap- 
pears the womanly wisdom—not to 
speak of, much less attempt to refute, 
those who disagree with him. Guests 
and members are allowed to ask ques- 
tions, which he may answer; but they 
also are required to ignore the opposi- 
tion. 

In this way the club gets a clear view 
of one side of some point at issue, and 
at the next meeting they import a 
prophet of the opposite opinions, and 
listen to him in the same impartial 
way. 

This is the plan, and so far it is well 
carried out. The country is scoured for 
the best exponent of, say, ‘‘protection,” 
and then for the clearest-headed advo- 
cate of *‘free trade.” No subject is ta- 
booed; politics and religion, universal 
suffrage, divorce, and the position of 
women—all are open to discussion in 
this tolerant spirit. 

The consequence is a wonderful awak- 
ening in a heretofore sleepy, aristocratic 
village. Women are aroused as from 
the dead, and flock in crowds to join 
the club. When they began, there was 
hardly a woman in town who knew 
how to preside or conduct meetings; but 
women who never dida thing outside 
their own domestic and society realm 
have developed unsuspected capabilities, 
and now, though less than a year old, 
the assocation has a broad and progres- 
sive constitution, and is well ofticered 
throughout. 

The leader of this movement—the 
soul of it, in fact—is herself a remark- 
able product of the century, deeply wise 
and utterly unworldly.—Harper's Ba- 
zar. 








POSITION OF THE WIFE. 





She Earns Her Living as Hardly as Does 
Her Husband. 

Mrs. Fenwick Miller has been talking 
to English women about the trials and 
compensations of wifehood. She finds 
that wives even of men of the richer 
class earn their living as hardly as do 
their husbands. There is so much to 
arrange and so much to do by the mis- 
tress, even when servants are kept. 
The mistress is always on duty, always 
pursued by her responsibilities. Com- 
plete absorption and complete repose 
are the true law of work. The house- 
keeper never has the pleasure of either. 
Her work is perhaps all trifling, all 
petty, yet all needful and incessant. It 
is only when sickness or even death 
takes her hand from the rudder, and 
the good ship of home staggers in 
breakers of discomfort in consequence, 
that her work in the household is at all 
understood by husband and sons. “I 
claim,” she continues, ‘‘that the wom- 
an’s work in the house is as important 
to the community as thatof the man 
outside and deserves as much 
credit and _ establishes an _ equal 
claim for fair wages. As far as 
the work goes, hers is generally 
the more laborious, because the more 
incessant and the less interesting. 
When I say this, I speak of that which 
I do know. I have a profession and I 
am a housewife—and I know well 
which is the most vexatious, the least 
agreeable and the most unending class 
of duties. It is the ‘woman’s work,’ 
which is never finished, is not pleasant 
to do, is done for no pay and is regarded 
as nothing. The ‘man’s work’ is often 
a deep interest to do; it brings consider- 
ation and recognition, and by it I can 
earn in a few hours the value of my 
board and lodging for a week. In the 
home a woman works hard day after 
day without ever by law establishing 
her right to anything beyond a bare 
maintenance from heremployer. If she 
receives more, it is by grace, and her 
husband thinks that he ‘keeps* her and, 
consequently, that her dress, her amuse- 
ments, and the like, are his generous 
gifts that he may withhold at his good 
pleasure.”—Chicago Post. 





A Woman's Invention. 


A woman is the inventor of the ‘‘Cos- 
ton Signals”—a system of signalling 
with colored lights which is used on 
land and sea all over the world. She is 
Mrs. Martha J. Coston, of Washington. 
While she was very young, her hus- 
band, Benjamin Franklin Coston, an offi- 
cer in the marines and an inventor, died, 
leaving her with three small children to 
support. She devoted herself to the 
perfection of experiments begun by her 
husband and worked out the system 
which has brought her fame and for- 
tune. Her code was of great value dur- 
ing the war, and since then it has been 
used in other departments, notably the 
life-saving service. Her signals have 
been adopted by the principal European 
governments, and she has received 
many honors from royalty. -- 


THE FASCINATING PERIOD 


Of a Woman's Life Is Not Considered as 
It Was of Old. 

At what age under the old regime a 
woman was considered passee it would 
be dangerous to say—presumably soon 
after she had quitted her teens. Swift 
wrote with cruel candor of Stella’s fad- 
ing charms, and sent her, as a birthday 
gift, a rhymed ‘Receipt to restore her 
Lost Youth,” at a period that we should 
consider the prime of life. The caustic 
Dean of St. Patrick’s wondering 

“How angels look at thirty-six” 
proves a sharp contrast to a more mod- 
ern writer, Prof. Lewes, who, in his 
Life of Goethe, speaks of thirty-three as 
a fascinating period of a woman's life, 
being that in which he considered her 
to have reached the full development of 
her powers of mind and body. Such a 
sentiment would at once _ have 
been considered rank heresy, yet 
thirty-three was the age at 
which Frau von Stein proved 
dangerous to the heart of the poet who 
had survived the more youthful charms 
of a Gretchen, a Charlotte, and a Lili. 
Prof. Lewes’ view seems to be based on 
the old French idea of each age having 
its distinct and honorable position and 
limitations. No people, perhaps, appre- 
ciate more perfectly the innocent flower- 
like beauty of adolescence than the 
French. Like the loveliness of child- 
hood, it is to them a joy and delight to 
be made much of while it lasts, and like 
that period it is expected to have its 
definite limits. The line between jeune 
file and rieitlle fille is in that polite land 
drawn with a sharper and more 
merciless hand than in our own; yet 
it is the glory of that French life, with 
its clear and practical limitations and 
its adoration of youthful beauty, to 
have presented the finest flower of 
courtesy that the world has ever known, 
to women who had lost the charms of 
early youth,and ruled the minds, and 
even the hearts, of men by their wit 
and their wisdom, their vivacity and 
their grace. It is impossible to read 
any description of salon life in Paris 
without realizing the immense power 
that such women as Madame de Ram- 
bouillet, Madame Deffand, ‘who could 
tolerate everything but th® common- 
place, Madame Necker, her brilliant 
daughter, Madame de Sta¢l, and her 
cherished friend, Madame é'Houdetot, 
exercised in literary and political as 
well as in social matters.—Harper’s Ba- 
zar. 








Hawali's Queen. 

Whatever may be the motives actuat- 
ing the present disturbances in Hawaii, 
itis hard to think that they are due in 
any degree to any objection to the pres- 
ent sovereign, if the description of her 
made by a recent visitor is correct. 
Queen Lilinokalani, she says, is an in- 
telligent, cultivated Hawaiian woman, 
in middle life, endeavoring to credit- 
ably perform the duties of her difficult 
position. Although now in mourning 
for the late prince consort, she is usual- 
ly prominent in social circles, and is on 
terms of friendliness with the white 
ladies of the capital, and an active pro- 
moter of public schemes of a philan- 
thropic nature. The dowager queen 
Kaplolani, widow of the late King Kal- 
akaua, isof a quiet and retiring disposi- 
tion, and is much beloved by the 
natives.

New York is said to possess the only 
genuine ladies’ club-house in this coun- 
try, and probably in the world, which 
is not founded on some common inter- 
est in business, art or literature, and 
exists purely for the convenience and 
comfort of its members. Sleeping 
rooms are provided, which the out-of- 
town member may use in her trips to 
the city, for one dollara night. The 
menu is not elaborate, but suits the 
feminine taste, and is well served and 
dainty. The present headquarters of 
the Ladies’ New York club are on 
Twenty-second street, between LBroad- 
way and Fourth avenue.
